Robyn and Wendy, yesterday Betsy and I partieipated in a meeting with Randy 
Bowman, who is coordinating the Department's Monument review, and other 
bureau and Dept contaets. I'm forwarding the agenda from the meeting and the 
information that was shared with us including, EO 13792, the data call 
information being requested, and the Public Notice requesting comments-all 
attached 

Our response to the data eall is due in three weeks on June 2. There are still a few details 
to sort out, but we wanted to give you all of the information that we have at this 
time. 

For the Hanford evaluation we still need to figure out the DOE contaet to notify, but 

assume that the region works with someone loeally and that contact could suffice 
or help identify someone. 

The EO designated Commerce to lead the marine monuments review and we are waiting 
for the official NOAA contact (we know it will be Miehael Weiss but need to 
wait until their leadership officially designates him). Onee that happens, we'll 
need to determine how to coordinate the review with them. A Navy contact, John 
Pearson called into the meeting and the Dept is still working with DHS to identify 
someone from the Coast Guard. 
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BIA will be leading tribal listening sessions because there is no official proposal to 
formally consult on. 

In addition to the data call, HQ EA is looking to see if there was any subsequent 

legislative action for any of the monuments we're administering. We are also 
working with the Dept to process all of the public comments that will be coming 
in over the next 60 days. 

That's what we know for now, as we get more information we'll share it. If you could 
identify a POC from your region we can work with them early next week to 
hammer out more of the specifics for our response and develop a timeline.
